1 . The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed.

2. Claims 29-60 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 5-9 of U.S. Patent No. 6402614 or over 
claims 1-30 of U.S. Patent No. 6607439 or over claimsl-6 of 6024640 or over claims 1-13 of 
U.S. Patent No. 5871398. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not 
patentably distinct from each other because it would have been obvious to claim the method, 
system or device/apparatus broader in order to obtain the most commercially viable form of 
invention or in order to obtain the broadest protection for invention thereby securing commercial 
viability. Further it would have been obvious to claim a storage medium storing the instructions 
for performing the 'protected' method so as to protect the form of invention of the media (chip, 
disk, card, etc.) that stores the program for conducting the method within a processing device.
